INAUGURAL COUNCIL MEETING 

The Inaugural Meeting of the Council of the City of 
Vancouver was held on Wednesday, January 5, 1977, in the Council 
Chamber, Third Floor, City Hall, commencing at 2:00 p.m. 

Mayor-Elect John J. Volrich, preceded by a Mace-bearer, 
entered the Council Chamber accompanied by The Honourable Norman 
L. Oreck, Judge of the Court of Canadian Citizenship, and the 
Reverend R .A . Redman, of the South Burnaby United Church. 

INVOCATION 

The Reverend R.A. Redman offered the Invocation Prayer, 
as follows: 

"Eternal Spirit, who art never far from any one of us, 
but often unrecognized because of our insensitive spirits; 
we come to thy feet in prayer because we live not alone 
in the world of things, but also in a world of values, of 
appreciation and admiration, of criticism and judgments. 
Lift us, we pray, just now into those loftier attitudes 
of the spirit where we become aware of things superior 
and divine as, at this time, we dedicate ourselves to the 
responsibilities laid upon us as citizens of this City. 

Speak to us through some worthy purpose. Rescue us from 
split and scattered lives, from futile aimlessness and 
from cynicism and disbelief. Let our eyes rest this day 
upon some noble purpose that, running through the channel 
of our lives like a great river, may gather from every 
side the tributaries of faith and service. 

In the quiet of this place we would not escape from life. 
Lo, the silence of this Chamber is populous with sound, 
the echoes of the footsteps of those who look hitherward 
in their need. Disturb us, we pray, by the sounds of 
grief, of woe, of problems, from the city outside. Let 
none of us rest content, but rather make us penitent for 
our social ills, our greed, our selfish ambition, our 
carelessness of another's good. Give us the grace to 
open some channels by which thy saving grace can come 
into the hearts of people . Grant us a new and holy 
indignation against social wrong, and above all, the 
triple gift of faith and wisdom and courage. 

Our Father in heaven, give these thy servants the long view 
of their work. Help them to see that it is better to fail 
in a cause that will ultimately succeed, than to succeed in 
a cause that will ultimately fail. May thy will be done 
here, and may decisions be arrived at and carried forward 
above party, and personality, beyond time and circumstance, 
for the good of this City and the peace of the nation. 
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INVOCATION (Cont'd) 

God our Father, history and experience have given us , 
so many evidences of thy guidance to nations and 
individuals that we should not doubt thy power or 
willingness to guide and direct. Give these thy servants 
faith to believe that when thou dost want us to do or not 
do, any particular thing, thou dost find a way of letting 
us know it. May we not make it more difficult for thee 
to guide us, but be willing to be led of thee, that thy 
will may be done through us for the good of all. We 
pray for the bifocals of faith that sees the despair and 
the need of this hour; and also, further on, thy patience 
working out thy plan which thou has made for our city and 
our country . 

In thy strong name, we ask for thy presence and thy 
victorious power, both now, henceforth, and f orevermore . 

Amen . "
